I had '-elected 
a stiff, strong rod. knowing what 1 
would he tip ^g;uu£t. HoJtPdly, liy 
main strength and awkwardness 1 
lilted that trout up ;m+! out, right hack 
into my ibisMc-bed, Believe ii ti-r not, 
Tying prone, sheltered sind iiideij by lhc 
unwilling tliisiles, J look halt n ilojen 
■as nice troiu as man ever saw, he lore 
onq was liner! tnrj ticavy for even my 
slotil tackle, and breaking loose,, iell 
hack into the <juitE pool with a great 
rackef anil fplasihing. That ended it, 
uj efturse’- 1 a ri friably that told his 
fellows all about what wjm lutppriiiiig: 
anyway^ not another lislt did f rise. 
But l had :-ix beauitits in my creel, and 
1 had circumvented a school u t educated 
trout. 

Last summer, while hilung a brushy 
creek, where for rods on stretch, h is 
utterly impossible to drop in a. bait. 
{\ e^i I in ?-t wonn-fi siting, aiiL] what 
oi it ? Tliere is no place on that stream 
where you can t<i*\ a fly, neither does 
the stream empty into another and more 
ofren rrcek; in^teud. n ili ncml^gtie- 
dtrectly into Gitehee lltmnpee. It is 
use. worm^ or noi fish.) 1 came lo a 
place where the water rushed down over 
a Edue-clay bank and into a deep link, 
for lhe stream, away down under some 
willows and tag alders, i stopjied to 
r-tutty die place. I knew there watt 
Iwmtid lo he a RooiJly brown nr two 
down there, pcrliup^ one big one und 
a few smaller P for you seldom find two 
big ltout in the ^artte bole E had my 
itdnti^-knife on my belt, and with fr 
I lit;wed a way into that hole, doing it 
an circumspectly as possible -so ill at if 
some other angler happened along he 
might not discover it, I did the work 
well, marked just where my worm was 
to drop and how. Had the w'hole tiling 
mj fixed in mind that I would not have 
to see it when 1 twung tfie magic worm. 

Then I retired tu guard (he place, 
in ca?c some adventitious angler win¬ 
der down through die brush, though 
only the most cntlmskisice oT trout- 
fans ever bother that stream. By the 
way, none bur very religious men should

undertake to fish buch stt*caiiii r it beitig 
absolnteSy Impossible to he sufficiently 
profane to do justice to them. 

The next day I was back tliere L«- 
times you can well believe, armed with 
a nel f-Ntade split-bandHjo, thick tn iIjc 
back and sturdy, ju&t as I bad out¬ 
lined the day previous, J did. Down 
dropped my worm-baited book T to be 
caught by the descending current and 
carried deep down in the water and 
back under ihe sweeping brush. [ felt 
a gcntlCt ^juchtioiiitig twitch t for that 
is the manner in which a big trout 
takes bail. Thun the line slantd reso¬ 
lutely ihrough the water. I gave the 
butt wJlh all the force 1 could muster. 
Faiidenioniura broke loose down under 
tho.se concealing brandies and small 
imnks, I let him go, for perforce, 
there was nothing else to do. lie did 
not leap as he uiiglit have done on a 
fly. otherwise he certainly xvimkl have 
fnaded me on brandies. T'or fully 
fifteen minutes he ras'etl, ragett nnd lore 
things; when weary, 3 brought him to 
a point where 1 could tlimat tuy fingers 
ill rough his gills, and til ted out a 3 
pound brown. Never could have se¬ 
cured him in any otlier way, and his 
death was a good tiling for the smaller 
Hah. Actually had three small trout 
in his stomach. 

Probably i'll be criticised for nar¬ 
rating these two incident^ especially 
llte fatten but then,, 1 ani crilicssod by 
S4imp.mc all the time anil l thrive on 
it I have toid of these two eucces-ei 
just because I wantctl to be inconsistent. 
After saying ail 1 had ahotti noi hdiing 
fur fish, | just 3tad to capture some, 
don't you see? I delight in be me in¬ 
consistent* impractical., and all, I lake 
to (iHl, 11 .1 si because f liki! to fish. And 
as has l>een so well said, and Eu \u\ 
imtiy ways, "It h nut ^El of fishing 
to fish."

Dear Editor and Folks around the Fire: 

I have been pi mining io write this Id¬ 
ler For ii long time, as I have read ail 
tlic yarns front the other members and 
wished to return the compliment—if 
you arc interested in bears you will be 
interested in the out we have tried to 
catch for years but which hu-s mil- 
gtaessed some of the smartest trappers 
in the suite of Maine, The age oi this 
bear Im* been variously estimated at 
every age from fourteen to ivventy-five 
by those who have seen him and he is 
a huge animal. keener than a fosr and 
wliat we call a trap hater. 

Since my cat*tie.st childhood, I have 
heard Tories of what was ealW the 
king of all hears in tht Pme Tree state 
and’Inst year I had die good fortune to 
lie invited to go bear trapping with ime 
ut Maine's grimiest hear hunters. His 
name was Walter Young and he has 
tried to get tEie ohl “trap haler' for 
over ten years and has spent months 
trailing and hailing him. 

Early last year he found a spring 
miles hack in the bog woodi where he 
came and wallowed frequently, so he car¬ 
ried apples by the peek in his knapsack 
to tlii - spring ami dumped them in die 
brush all day and watched for brnirTs 
return but the lug boy would never show 
- 52 
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up while he watched* so he set a trap 
in die spring artd buried trap, chain 
and toggle deep itl the muck of the bot¬ 
tom. On In- return he found the trap 
sprung and one huge daw clinched in 
the jaws of the trap. Tills is the near¬ 
est anyone ever came to netting him 
and shortly alter this bruin turned 
Eiutiter himself and he apparently fol¬ 
lowed hunters wherever they went and 
watched them from cover. 

This was ihe filiation when 1 was 
invited to go along with Mr. Young., 
last fall. We built A permanent camp 
on a great hardwood ridgu near a foil¬ 
ing spring by putting up a lent mid fly 
and lashing it down securely and then 
piling spruce boughs up around tht: 
walls or ihe lent to break ihc wind and 
ground drafts as it was bitterly cold at 
night and our wangan light enough to 
Ejv packed on our backs if necessary, 
lacked the warmth and com Fort of the 
■ ild home bed by many, many pound*, 
but 1 would have been twice a* cold and 
never thought of quitting, Then things 
began to happen fast and Furious. First 
traps were turned over am! sprung and 
the bait stolen and no matter how r cun¬ 
ningly we concealed ilie traps, they 
would L«c avoided and the bait gone. We 
set one trap in a spring that had three 
irees standing V -draped in ihe water. 
lli the cilye of the spring, the wide -Mde 
nF die V toward the water and the trap 
^et in the mtnitli oi the V under tvnier,. 
with toggle, chain and trap all buried 
under muck lmv-e*. and moss and the 
trees so dose together that it was im¬ 
possible to get the apples we used as 


bait out between them and yet when 
we returned they were all gone and 
again die huge tracks told u- was old 
grandpa beat, playing with us. Sv.xi 
we shot a nice bsi^ doe deer and dressed 
her nut and hung her up to tout while 
we louk die heart and liver back lu 
camp to drop into scalding water, to 
take out the animal ht;U we could 

have li for supper, Thai A ighi we 
talked] of the nice lender vrni*cm we 
would have during the remainder oi our 
stay and ways and means for making 
lhe trap haler overdo his luck, but it 
was nor until nest day that we found 
just how good that luck was* tor when 
we went to our deer,, she had been torn 
down, lorn to pieces and half of it 
cal cn 11 was a terrible mess and made 
us sick anil also hopping: mad fnr we 
hid to lay oli thr trap line and waste 
another day getting another -supply of 
meaL 

[lien we caught two hears on two 
successive days but we did not have to 
kill them as old trap hater had beat us 
to it, ami when he found those bears 
in the trap* he apparently went crazy 
for they were ripped to ribbons and 
when we removed the remain* ot the 
hikin wp found the flesh of ihe bears 
fust a blue pulp* as if tliey had hi-eii 
beaten to death with a duk Of three 
hears caught, we only got one fit to trike 
Imme, Die other two we left for our 
friend as they were u&des* for anyth nig 
except fox bait Thai; nrglit Mr. Young 
said, “Boy* that bear h following us 
about through the woods Tk 1 asked 
"How do ynu know, Mr, Young;"

l say that canoeing is usually as¬ 
sociated with northern United 
Si Alt;- or Canadian waters, and 
little i» heard oi canoeing on more 
southern streams.

nus dinted, Ti was only when the river 
Iried to cover loo milch territory' for 
its volume nf water, ihni ivc lud to 
wade. \V> had i-i carry over two old 
dams, otherwise there were no portages 
nl all. Pine trees arc numerous in this 
territory, and there is ilu monotonous 
level country, There are few villages 
along the mine, although we pasW 
through two towns, namdy Williams* 
hurg and Barboumile. 

\VT made out start from Piiwviire, 
a plc^asH modern lihlc tmvn. entirely 
hemmed an by tlie characteristic wood¬ 
ed peaks nf iHe AppuSuebians, If one 
has spare time, a bus ride fn Camber- 
land Hap h well worth while.

The neure-t wr 
1 1 ad come, previous to this, trn* rilling 
at our home port of Cincinnati uml run- 
niiif: through a few shallows on the 
Litr'c Miami River. ’When the Cum¬ 
berland River spread out otcr its 
rocky bed* we always knew we were 
in for lots of fun H missing or trying to 
miss projections just below the >i]r- 
f;sce.

or when the sun's rays struck the 
water at certain angles,, There were 
long stretches of deep water where we 
nmdc good liine- 

Cuiuberland Falk itself if- formed by 
7 ± break in the solid rack bed of the 
river, and h a wonder 5 pot oi Ken¬ 
tucky. Oise cannot begin to describe 
its beauties mid the surrounding region 
is in the same class At present, power 
interests ore endeavoring to obtain per- 
mission i" Utilise die Falls for a power 
project. Li this happens Kentucky wilt 
lose one of iLs major scenic attraction?, 
as any one who Ills ever been there 
will attest. 

Hit Greenbrier River, in West Vir¬ 
ginia, is also in the foothills of die Ap¬ 
palachians, and it:: descent is by no 
means gradual- Wc struck more fast 
water on this stream than we did un 
[he Cumberland River trip. We even 
went over a threc-foot falls before wc 
knew just what we were getting mm. 
We usually hupped above any doubt (ul 
looking -stretch and looked tilings over, 
hut ibis time we slipped up, or rather 
down i we were s.iifty through anti 
dodging a straudeil tree before we 
thoroughly realized what had happened. 
We starter] this trip at the small town 
of Res tick and journeyed down into the 
New River at Hinton. We had a few 
shallow stretrhes where wading was 
necessary, The railroad parallels the 
river for most of its length, but hi 
many places does not follow the stream 
in its many turns. Houses and village- 
are scarce. 

We will be glad to hear front any oi 
our readers who have experience? or 
information on rivers that are not usu~ 
ally covered by the canoeist It may 
interest you to know tliat two of the 
renders of this department are at pres¬

captivity, i bis has Fiecoine a new, great 
ELUii protitable industry in which thou¬ 
sands arc engaging wills little or no 
knowledge of breeding which is vital 
to tlicir success if they are to become 
ranchers in fact and fallow fur tann¬ 
ing as a vocatiau. On skillful breeding 
ihey must realize brings the fullest sat¬ 
isfaction and the most profits. 

Approved books on silver fox breed¬ 
ing, of which there are s-eves-id, should 
Ihe iifcavteretl by the novice before lie 
buys hii foxe?. lie won't obtain all 
Llierc is to learn from any of djcni.
